The clash of opposites is a fearsome, violent process, 
but it often produces gentle, beneficial results. Thus, ir¬ 
reconcilable advoi'saries meet in a courtroom and tlie 
outcome is Truth and Justice. Similarly, the two-party 
system, representing philosophies that are polos apart, 
has produced some fairly good legislation. Again, explo¬ 
sive sodium meets corrosive chlorine and the result is 
inoffensive, useful salt. Likewise, notliing could be more 
opposite than a man and a woman, but their union is 
not altogether bad. 

There is just one catch. The antagonists must retain 
their individual identities in order for the system to work.

Finding the Thermocline 

Q. — I know the thermo- 
dine layer is supposed to 
bo the strata where most 
trout are feeding hut how dc 
I find it?

THEY ARE BOTH WRONG — WE DON'T NEED TO 
RAISE THE PRICE OF GASOLINE 
OR RATION IT

President Ford, attempting to develop some kind of 
an Executive Branch “machismo," wants to burden his 
fellow Americans with an increased energy cost of be¬ 
tween $31 and $50 blilion a year in the name of con¬ 
serving energy. Congress isn’t quite sure what to do about 
this expensive plan although some congressmen are rum¬ 
bling vaguely about substituting gasoline rationing. 

Congress and tlie President are now engaged in an 
elaborate game of “energy crisis chicken.” The President 
lias the power to increase the tariff on imported oil and 
is in the process of doing so by adding a $3-a-barrel import 
tariff. Congress is considering a biil wliich would delay 
the tariff increase. The President is adamant and says ho 
will veto such a bill. Congres has now tied the debt ceiling 
bill — which the President needs to keep the country run¬ 
ning — to the oil tariff-moratorium bill, with the naive 
expectation that the President wilt sign the combination 
bUl because he needs a higher debt ceiling to take care 
of the recession budget deficit. I susjiect that the President 
will veto that bill also. 

The President accuses Congress of having no guts, 
and Congress accuses tlie President of playing center 
again without a football helmet. 

After a year and a half of no action on the oil 
crisis, this is the current situation as Congress approaches 
the Lincoln’s Birthday recess. 

I think the President’s plan to conserve oil' by in¬ 
creasing its price by another 65 per cent is sheer economic 
folly. Petroleum has already increased in cost over 1.50 
IXM" c(*nt in the last year and a half. 

Petroleum, as a natural resource, is so basic that 
its cost is refk'cted everinvliere in a nation’s economy. Much 
of the current inflation has been caused by the 400 per cent 
increase in oii prices by the oil-exporting c-ountries. Now 
that the rate of inflation is b<?ginning to fall, the wor.se 
thing we can do is raise the price of oil again. 

And what about our rt^cession? The cure lor a re¬ 
cession is to try to put money back into the ec’onomy, not 
lo take it out. With the President’s plan, dollars would be 
removed from the economy to pay for increased ix'troleum 
costs, and for no rational reason. These arct dollars that 
the consumer netxls for spending or savings, dollars that 
iKisinesses need either to stay in business or to expand. 

The President’s foreign policy advisors tell him we 
liave to serve as a good example to other countries by 
acting tough in cutting down our oil consumption. We are 
going to show those OPEC countries we can stand up to 
them. But about all we will prove is that Americans are 
willing to pay $14 for a barrel of oil when a month ago 
we were complaining bitterly that the $11 price was ruin¬ 
ing the economy — ours and the world’s. If the OPEC 
<'Ountrie8 see we can pay $14 a barrel (their $11 price 
plus oar $3 import tax), then they are going to charge 
everyone $14 a barrel. In (his market you take what you 
can get. 

The best example we can set for the world is to put 
our own house in order by slowing down inflation, put¬ 
ting the brakes on the current recession, creating a sen 
sible energy conservation program, and fully developing 
our own ample energy resoui-ces. 

So let’s stop the rhetoric, quit the machismo, and ra 
lionally solve our solvable problems step-by-step.
